The Italian troops have achieved notable suc-

Yesterday’s Italian communiqué :— 

On the Julian front. yesterday our 
troops attacked- the powerful defences on 
the heights east of Gorizia and a strong 
‘new line on the Carso east of the Vallone. 
During the morning artillery and trench 
mortars opened a heavy fire on the 
enemy's lines, which were breached at 
several points. 

The aa try assault was delivered at 
11 a.m. in the Gorizia area; where the 
‘ground had become sodden during the 
recent zaits. Qur troops overcame the 
resistance of the enemy, and occupied the 
trenches on the east slopes of Tivoli and 
San Marco and the heights east of Sober. 

On the Oarso the Eleventh Army Corps 
stormed the wooded hills of Ve'ki, Kri- 
bach, Point 375, east. of the above’; Mount 
Pecinka, and the height of Poin 508, 
east of the latter, and pushed forward a 
kilometre east of Legeti, south of the 
Oppacchiasella-Caskgnevizza 

enemy's line was occupied at 
several points, and held against the in-

Four thousand seven hundred and 
thirty-one. prisoners, including one 
hundred and thirty-two officers, were 
taken ; also two 105-millimetre guns, three 
gun batteries, many machine guns, trans- 
port animals, material, etc. 

Hostile aircraft dropped bombs on 
several villages of the Lower Isonzo. The 
casualties at Pieris were one soldier and 
a captain and, four men of the Red Cross. 

A powerfyl squadron of sixteen Caproni 
battle planes, esported by Nieuport 
machines, bombed enemy camps in the 
Frigedo (Vippach) Valley with two tons 
of explosives. In spite of heavy fire from 
hostile anti-aircraft batteries, all the 
machines returned safely. |

SIR BERTRAM WINDLE. 

Sir Bertram Windle said that it gave Wim 
great pleasure to say a few words, he hoped of 
a practical character, upon the question of 
herb. growing, which ‘he had been interested in 
for a number of years. Since he studied what 
was done in the vale of Evesham. two years 
ago he had tried to interest the people af Cork 
in this matter, and he sufigested a smal] ex- 
perimental plot in the College grounds in which 
people could see these herbs growing. He vould 
not then get any support, as people thought 
that the competition they would have to en- 
counter would be too keen. He thought that 
was a great mistake. The wholesale phavtha- 
ceutical profession were now very short of the 
materials required for ordinary medicines, not 
only for th» troons and for the sailors in the 
North Sea, but for their miserable selves. There 
was now an opportinity for people to put 
money in their pockets by growing these plants, 
as they were required in unlimited quant.ties. 
One was the dandelion. Every spring he had 
spent ten or twelve shillings a week in getting 
dandelion dug out of the Cork University 
rounds and burned. Another plant was the 

uck-bean, of which any quantity could be 
found in ponds around Cork. Near Union 
Hall, in his own district, the ponds were ab- 
solutely full of buck-bean..

peace. As regards the last named, a EE 
of the Central Committee was passed to-day, the 
chief points of which were—(1) A durable peace 
will only be sible by establishing a society 
of nations. bY The regulating of tae by 
right, and not by force. This society of nations 
would rest on the recognition of the right of 
nations, small and great, to independence, on 
the institution of compulsory arbitration appli- 
cable to international conflicts, without excep- 
tion or reserve, and upon the organisation of an 
international powet capable of repressing, by 
appropriate penalties, all attempts at revolt or 
aggression. (3) To establish durable peace - 
erm o 
war revenge. (4) Justice demands that the 
treaty of. peace shall contain penalties for the 
responsible authors of war, and that reparation 
proportionate to the enormity of the damage 
done be paid by aggresser States. 


A GRAVE OUTLOOK, 


In an article on the British Navy and its 
work, Mr. Archibaid Hurd, the Daily Telegraph 
expert says—With mad anger the apostles of 
the new doctrine of the “ freedom of the seas” 
are sinking practically everything afloat which 
they can attack at the minimum of risk. They 
do not stop to inquire whether a vesse! belongs 
to an Allied or a neutral nation, they do not 
wait to find out if there is contraband on board, 
they do not hesitate to send any vessel to the 
bottom, leaving crew and passengers huddled in 
small boats.at the mercy of the waves, What 
is going to be done’ about it? The available 
shipping of the whole world is becoming scarce, 
as may be judged from the fact’ that - the 
English-built Japanese steamer Kaifuku Maru, 
of 3,000 tons gross, built in 1892, has just been 
sold for £150,000, whereas nine years ago she 
was bought for £9,000. .That is proportionately 
half as much per ton as a battleship represents, 
with all her armour, guns, torpedoes, and a 
maze of engineering devices. Mr. Runciman 
stated the other day that “ we have actually 
lost by enemy action, and by marine risks, no 
less than 2,000,000 gross tons of shipping since 
the war began.” That ‘constitutes our record. 
Our Allies have also suffered. Neutrals—Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark, Spain—have been 
badly hit. Consider what the future has in 
store.. The United States has abandoned her 
authority ag the defender of the law of nations 
—at least for the time—recognising the 
Deutschland as a merchant ship, and the U 53 
as an ordinary mian-o’-war, entitled to the usual 
privileges, We, alone, have lost 5,000 lives at 
sea by svbmarines, all of these people being 
murdered in cold blood. Without delay the 
Allies should take the matter seriously in hand. 
Every merchant ship must be armed without 
delay. Concerted action must be taken to pro- 
tect merchant vessels, the. best brains of the 
Allied Navies being brought to bear on the 
problem. Unless the Allies adopt some such 
policy Germany may lose the war, but she may 
win at sea after it is over a commanding posi- 
tion, and levy, by high freights, a heavy toll on 
the world’s oversea commerce.

BIG BLAZE AT ENNISCORTHY,
